Our own kitchens may not look like the pastry kitchen at the 
Ritz-Carlton in-Clayton with its walk-in-freezers—and-automated-—pie 
crust roller, but helpful tips from Ritz pastry chef Thierry Meignein 
and his staff encourage rich batters, enticing presentations and deli- 
cious sweets. 

»- PIE: Spray _pan_lightly with nonstick cooking spray before lay- 
ing in unbaked crust. For firmer crust — and loveliest presenta- 
tion — use recipe that makes a thicker, firmer crust. The Ritz,pre- 
fers butter in its pastries. Always roll pastry in both directions or it 
will shrink “like a football instead of a baseball,” the French chef 
Says. 

Cook a thickened fruit filling a day in advance, refrigerate it and 
add it to the crust the day of serving. Meignein usually removes the 
pie from the baking pani and serves it on a plate. If the sides will not 

ald firm, set it in a plate with a deep or bowl-type rim. 

For attractive slices, use a crumb topping along the pastry. edge, 
instead of all over. Use a serrated knife to cut it . 

After baking an apple pie with a streusel topping, sprinkle it with 
sifted confectioner’s sugar right before serving. 

- CHEESECAKE: Bake as many as desired from a simple recipe, 
then freeze them. When ready to use, top the frozen cheesecake with 
a thin layer of thin, smooth apricot jam. If baked in a springform 
pan, put chocolate sandwich cookie crumbs mixed with granulated 
Sugar around the edge where the rim has been removed. 

~ COOKIES: Make lots of batter. Using a scoop, set mounds or 
balls of dough on cookie sheets to freeze, then gather in a plastic 
bag. When ready to bake cookies, set mounds on cookie sheets 
according to recipe for baking and let set at'room temperature until 
dough is almost back to room temperature. 

If you have a vanilla bean that has been used for other seasonings, 
recycle it first by grinding it fine and adding to sugar cookie batter. 

~ CAKE: A rolled cake can be cut easily if the roll is tight. Keep 
filling to a minimum, probably ‘%-inch thick 

Bake on parchment paper for easy handling after baking. Grease 
the pan just enough to hold in the parchment paper. 

If using the same cake batter with a filling, make one a fruit filling 
to contrast with something creamy. 

+ SERVING: If serving more than bne dessert, slice in half-serv- 
ings for sampling. Frozen desserts, such as the cheesecake, are 
easier to cut while they are partially Solid. Keep hot water running to 
warm the blade of a knife for each cut.

With a circular motion, 
quickly move the mixture into the rest of the whipped creain, con- 
tinuing to mix in a circular motion to include all the liquid. Continue 
to mix until it becomes a single.texture and shiny color. At this 
point, it can be refrigerated, if desired.

Look for_software that 1s easy 
to learn. The program's instruc- 
tion manual should be small and 
easy to read and understand 
Most of. the instructions and 
information needed to run the 
program should be provided on 
the computer screen. 

Although computer games are 
fun for kids, children may quick- 
ly tire of one that does not pro- 
vide for variety and creative 
input.

When evaluating educational 
software. ask’ yourself if these 
lessons could be done in a book 
or—through—paper- and pencil 
work. If’ the answer is yes, the 
software isn’t worth the expense

If you subsequently come in 
contact with these viruses or

fighters to prevent you from fall-

As such, vaccines have been 
effective in eradicating many 
diseases, such as polio -and 
smallpox, and have dramatically 
reduced the occurrence of many 
other common illnesses. By 1988, 
the incidence of measles had
